SHOOT AND TAKE 
WENKSVILLE MAN 


Carey Black, of Wenksvillle,Captur­ 
ed by Two State 
Troopers. 
Charged with Causing Forest 
Fires, being Implicated in Rob­ 
beries and Shooting a man. 


Charged with being 
implicated in 
rcoent forest fires, with having taken 
part in the robbery at Pine Grove F ur­ 
nace several month* ago and with hav­ 
ing abet a negro at Brushtown. Carey 
Black, 
a 
well 
known 
resident of 
Wenksville, was arrested in the moun­ 
tain* Itack of that place .Monday after 
noon by Officers Booth and 
Smith 
of the State Constabulary after the 
latter hail shot 
Black 
in ths legs 
Black has been wanted for some time 
for the various crimea with 
which he 
is charged. 
No attempt at capturing 
him was made by constables and the 
matter was placed in he hands of the 
State Police. Officers Booth and Smith 
were put on the case and for sev­ 
eral days were hunting for their man 
in the mountains hack of Wenksville. 
Monday afternoon they came upon 
Black hunting squirrels 
Booth accosted him and demanded 
his saner, der hut quick %as a fiash 
Black had him covert<^vrith a large 
Colt's 
revolver. 
In 
the meantime 
Smith 
had approached steadily from 
the rear and. finding Booth powerless, 
fired at Black, the shot tentering both 
legs. 
Black sank to the 
ground and 
the officers then had 
no trouble 
in 
overpowering him. 
The man was taken to Bendersville 
by the State Constables who saw that 
his wounds were attended to, Dr.Stover 
tieing the attending physician. A Unit 
eight o’clock in the evening he was 
taken to Carlisle where he was put in 
the Cumberland county jail. He will 
likely lie tried in the courts of that 
county as most of his depredations are 
alleged to have been committed there 
Just what evidence ia held against 
Black has not lieen made known. The 
forest Area which devastated valuable 
timberland along South Mountain sev­ 
eral months ago and before that. rous­ 
ed the peopl of that vicinity and every 
possible effort was put forth to find 
out who had started the disastrous coa 
Hag rat ion which destroyetl so much 
valuable timberland. Several of thee© 
fires occurred near Pine Grove Fur 
naee where the robliery occurred and 
it is generally believed that the p&r- 
tien implicated in the one also took 
part in the other. 
The shooting affair occurred at 
Brushtown, Cumlieriand County, some 
distance 
across the Adams County 
line. 
The negro 
whom Ba Irk 
shot 
and wha later recovered was said to 
hive taken a keg of leer and it was 
over this that the altercation 
took 
plac*. 
Black is a man about Sh years of 
age, is married and bas one daughter.

Home af 6eorge Gook Entered, 
Burglar Frightened from Rest 
deuce of Charles Beck, Hummer 
Store Robbed. 


Further attempts at burglarizing 
the homes of Gettysburg people are 
being reported daily. 
In many in ­ 
stances ths entering of town homes 
has not been 
made known until a 
week or more afterward sad it is now 
known that a regular systematic cam- 
paigi has been carried on for the pa>t 
few weeks 
The arrest of W illiam 
W illiam s on Monday morning, it is 
believed, will cause this to stop. 
It now develops that about an hour 
after the Strang horns 
was entered 
•Sunday morning some one was found 
in the house of George Cook nearby. 
His daughter heard a noise down stairs 
and called her father. 
The would be 
thief evidently thought the time had 
come to l>eat a hasty retreat and he 
jumped through a window. Mrs. Ton­ 
sil. who lives near 
the Cook home 
happened to he looking oat the w in­ 
dow at the tim e and saw him jum p 
out. 
She calleil to him and the man 
mn hastily down the alley 
Though 
it was dark Mrs. Tonsil could se*- his 
outline plainly and it coincides pie 
eisely with W illiam s’ description. 
Between three snd four o’clerk on 
Monday morning Councilman Charles 
Beck, ef West 
Middle street, heard 
some one in the rear of his b o u se and 
got up to get his revolver and investi­ 
gate. He evidently made Nome noise 
for the man who had crawled up over 
a grape ar lier to gain entrance to the 
second floor of the bouse j unified down 
over the arbor into the yard, ran from 
there to the yard 
of Otis Baughman 
and then came out on Middle street. 
The theory has been advanced that 
W illiam s may have be* a implicated 
in the two lam 
fires. 
The matter 
was put up to him but he of course 
denied the accusation and said that h»* 
was not even in town when 
the first 
fire occurred. 
Early this morning some one throw 
a steno through the show window of 
the Hummer Cigar Store on Carlisle 
street and took from it several packs 
of toliacco and tom# pipes. The stone 
was evidently thrown from a distance 
for it went through both outer and 
inner windows and waa found on the 
floor in the middle of the room this 
morning. 
Several stones were found 
outside showing that u number of at 
tempts to 
break the 
window 
took 
place. 
It is believed the thief broke 
tue w indow some tin e before taking 
the goods and threw the stones I rom a 
distance to avoid detection.

1918, held a meeting in Governor 
S tuart’s office in the capitol at

rishurg. Monday afternoon. The com 
missionary spent some time discussing 
the scope of the resolution of May 18. j 
which authorizes them to make plans 
and arrange for a celebration, to in ­ 
vite the Congress of the United States 
and the legislatures of the various 
states of the Union to participate and 
to make a report to the legislature of 
1911. 
The general idea appeared to be to 
hold the celebration on 
the dates of 
the battle and to have noted speakers 
to address the people, for a m ilitary 
demonstration and for the presence of 
the governors of all the stator 
THfi 
President of the United 
Stat** w ill 
also lie invited and Pennsylvania offi­ 
cialdom will tie largely represented. 
The commission was created through 
the efforts of a committee of G ettys­ 
burg citizens who callet! uj>on 
Gov­ 
ernor Stuart and asked him 
to bring 
the matter to the attention of the leg­ 
islature. 
The Governor did so and a 
resolution appropriating $50,000 was 
adopted and signed

Philip Music! Lays Bare Bit PIM 
Against Government. 


DEPUTY COLLECTOR INVOLVED 


•ay# Invoice# Giving Fat## Weight# 
ef Consignment# Were Verified by 
Custom* 
Official* and th* Money 
Divided Between the Shipper, the 
Government Weigher end Hie Firm. 


New York, O ct 26.—Jam es F. Vail, 
deputy collector of the port of New 
York. was accused of complicity in the 
custom house frauds by the testim ony 
of Philip Musica. who, with his father, 
Antonio Muslca. it on trial 
before 
Judge Holt in the United States cir­ 
cuit court on the charge of bribery 
and defrauding the governm ent out 
of custom s duties during 1906 and 
1907 on Italian cheese im portations. 
The defense opened its case and 
Philip Musics was the first witness. 
He made no attem pt to deny that he 
had an understanding with customs 
employes whereby consular invoices 
giving false weights on cheese con­ 
signm ents from Italy were verified at 
this port, and that the money saved, 
representing the difference in pounds 
between the tm© freight and the false 
invoice weight, was divided between 
sleigher and the M usics firm. 
The 
w eigher and the Music* firm. 
The 
witness was plainly anxious, however, 
to Impress upon the court and Jury 
that his father knew nothing of these 
transactions, and th at in fact the elder 
M usics had resigned from active par­ 
ticipation In the business before they 
began. 


Father Ignorant of Bribery. 
“I didn’t dare tell my father about 
It," he said, "because I knew he would 
not stand for It." 
Young Muslca said th a t his atten­ 
tion was first called to the possibilities 
of the underweighing and false con­ 
sular invoice scheme by Jam es Hyland. 
a custom s 
Inspector, who has been 
missing for several weeks. 
Hyland, 
be said, explained to him how easy it 
was to have an understanding with 
the M usicas’ foreign shipper whereby 
the latter would have his consular in­ 
voices made out. giving the weight of 
consignm ents 
many 
hundreds 
of 
pounds short of the true figure. 
On 
their arrival here assistant weighers 
who could be trusted would weigh the 
consignm ents to agree with the invoice 
figures. 
There was no danger w hatever In 
the scheme, young Muslca said Hy­ 
land told him. 
All the Im porters were 
doing this, Muslca said he was told. 
Hyland \then agreed to Introduce him 
to Vail, whom H>land described as 
one of his bosses. 
Vail m'as a deputy surveyor of the 
port at the time. 
Musics said he was 
introduced to Vail, who told him “We 
can take care of you, I guess " 
Counsel for Musica followed this up 
by putting in evidence and reading to 
the jury a letter, which the witness 
swore was sent to him by Hyland. 
Vail appeared In court and vigorous­ 
ly denied th t he had anything to do 
with the scheme. W hen shown the let­ 
ter which was read in court, he de­ 
clared he was not the "Jim " to which 
it referred. 
"W hy," he said. "I never saw P h ilp 
Music* until this trial began, and then 
only in court here. 
I have h*en in the 
custom s Bervie* for tw enty years, and 
have spent all that tim e In prosecuting 
just such cases as this."

The commutation of Harvey's 
sentence, which he began to serve 
about a year ago in the w estern peni­ 
tentiary of Pennsylvania, was made 
on the ground th at he was largely a 
tool of others. 
The Enterprise wa# a 
"political" bank. 


False Registration Pair Get Five Year#

lyn county court Justice Dyke found 
Charles A. Fox and Patrick A. Noonan, 
both of the Coney Island dtatrict, guil­ 
ty of illegal registrations. 
Fox was

to five years.

ANGORA GOATS. 


They Have a N atu ral instinct For E a t ­ 
ing Brush. 
The brush eating instinct of Angora 
goats la being successfully demon­ 
strated on the Lassen national forest, 
In California, where they are cutting 
trails for fire guards through 
the 
brushy areas on the slopes cf Hie 
mountains. The animals, which num­ 
ber 3,000. have been divided into two 
bands and under the care of tile herd­ 
ers are grazed within certain well de­ 
fined areas, so that their work may I** 
concentrated 
on 
the 
brush 
within 
those limits. 
The result is that they have pructi- 
ctlly killed nearly all the brush in the 
course, either by eating it up entirely 
or by barking, as in the case of the

heavy manzanita bushes. 
At the be­ 
ginning of the experiment there was 
some doubt as to the goats’ willing­ 
ness to eat the manzanita. but it has 
been found that where there is little 
else they w ill juut as readily attack 
it as any other bushes. 
The grazing season was so late tilts 
year in the Lassen forest that the 
goats did not l**gin operations until 
about the middle o f June, but since 
then they have made rapid progress, 
and the result promises to be a suc­ 
cess from every point of view’. 
The trails will first be oi*»ntxl and 
then kept free of sprouts by the goats 
saving the government considerable la­ 
bor in cutting them out by hand, as 
has l>een done heretofore, while the 
brushy forage, which otherwise would 
have been wasted, will support 3,000 
goats very comfortably 


Tho Age of Cattle. 
At twelve months an animal should 
have all its milk (calf) incisors in 
place. 
Fifteen 
Months.—At this age the 
central pair of incisors (milk teeth) 
may i>e replaced by a pair of perma­ 
nent incisors (pinchers), these being 
through tho gums, but not in wear. 
Eight**en Months.—The middle pair 
of central incisors at this age should 
be fully up and in wear. but the next 
pair (the first intermediary) not yet 
through the gums 
Twenty-four Months.—The mouth at 
this age will show two middle (perma­ 
nent broad) incisors, fully up and in 
wear 
Thirty months generally show six 
broad [‘ermanent Incisors, the middle 
and first intermediary fully up and in 
wear; the next pair (second interme 
diary) well up, but not in use. 
Thirty-six months show three pairs 
of broad teeth, which should be fully 
up and in wear. and the corner milk 
teeth m ar l»e shedding, with the c o r ­ 
ner permanent* just appearing through 
the gum. 
Thirty-nine Months.—Three pairs of 
broad teeth will be fully up and in 
wear. 
The 
corner 
teeth 
(incisors* 
through the gum are not In wear.

Difficulty is often experienced in 
catching certain cows in heat 
Some 
animals do not come in heat regularly 
and show scarcely any signs when th** 
period Is on. A healthy cow should be 
In beat once In three weeks and during 
the perk*! Is excitable, falls off in milk 
and shows many other unmistakable 
symptoms. The only course open where 
a cow does not show signs is to try her 
once or twice a week for at least three 
weeks. If she falls to show during this 
time, wait a week or two and repeat 
the program. 
It often happens that 
cows will not breed from one cause or 
another. There is no remedy, so far as 
we are aware, that will aid materially 
in bringing on the peri<*d 
Of course 
proper feed and care and not allowing 
breeding animals to lay on too much 
fat can but assist in the maintenance 
of all normal body functions.

Married 8he ‘‘Screamed and Kissed 
Me and Wantsd Ms Back, and I 
Shot Her.” 


New York. O ct 26.—Otto Mueller, 
who, under the name of Fred Geb- 
hardt. was arrested at Astoria. L. I , 
for the m urder of Anna Luther, w hose 
Sheldon was found in the woods near 
Islip. L. I., was brought over to the 
M anhattan police headquarters from 
Brooklyn, and had a long talk with In­ 
spector MeCafferty. Mueller, white and 
trembling, told little to the policemen 
on this side of the river, but later. * 
after he had been brought back to 
Brooklyn again, he confessed that he 
shot Anna Luther In the woods near 
Bayshore on April 9. 1908. 
Mueller’s Confession. 
M ueller’s signed confession follows: 
“About December, 1907, I first met 
Anna Luther. 
We were m arried in I 
February, 1908, and went to Europe to: 
live 
We returned April 6. 1908. 
She' 
went to Henry W ertupps In Newark. 
N. J . to spend a day or two. 
On the: 
pretense that I was going to rent an 
apartm ent for us to live In. I returned 
to my home and wife in Astoria. 
“I met Anna again on April 8 in 
Newark, and we went to an address* 
in Thirty-fourth street. New York, and 
then to Jam aica. 
“April 9 we went to Bayshore a n d : 
we walked about, and I showed herj 
some property. 
I got Into an argo j 
ment with her about some money mat-j 
ters and I turned away and wanted to, 
go back. 
She followed me up. scream-, 
ing. and I shot her in the head. 
I 
didn’t look at her. and don’t remember 
whether I shot her more than once. 
“Immediately after I went to the 
Islip depot and took a train for home. 
It was nearly dark. On the w*ay homo j 
on the train I threw* the revolver out 
of the car window. 
“I want to state that I didn’t kill 
Anna Luther for her money, as the 
new sletters have stated. My original 
reason for m arrying Anna was that I j 
didn t care to live with ray first wife! 
any longer, but as she—ray first wife— 
had given me a child, my desire to see 
again my child caused me to want to 
get rid of Anna Luther and return to 
my first wife’s child. 
“This is the reason why I shot Anna 
Luther, and I told her in Bayshore 
that I was married and had a wife and 
child and must leave her. 
“She screamed and ran after me. ■ 
and kissed me and wanted me back, 
and I shot her.” 
Seemed to Be “Money Mad.” 
For just a little more than a year 
and a half 
from 
the Sunday that j 
Mueller shot Annie Luther, he and his 
wife. Annie Merger, and their two j 
children. Annie, three years old, and 
Fred, who is about a year old. have 
lived In the story and a half frame 
house in Astoria. 
Nothing seamed toI 
bother Mueller—or Gebbardt. as his 
wife knew him—except that he seemed 
to be “money mad,’’ and ha showed j 
much concern about his two Alrdsle 
terriers, which were hts undoing, for 
It was a Jersey express driver’s story 
about the two dogs that led to Muel­ 
ler's arrest. 
All this time Mrs. Mueller—or Geb 
hardt—wras wearing well made clothes 
with the Initials “A. L.” embroidered 
on them. and the same initials were 
on the bedclothing and table linen. 
The same “A L.” was engraved upon 
the watch which lay beside the skele­ 
ton down on Long Island all this time. 
Mueller had got all this stock of wear­ 
ing apparel and bed linen, he told his 
wife, at an auction sale of trunks and 
other baggage in Hamburg. 
The ex­ 
planation seemed to satisfy the wife. 
She asked no more questions. She din 
admit, however, th at she had 
been 
afraid of Mueller of late, or since a 
woman friend from M anhattan came to 
her recently and told her stories about 
her 
husband's 
form er 
wives. 
The 
friend told 
Mrs. Gebhardt that her 
husband’s real nam e was Mueller and 
that he has had seven wives, who are 
all now dead. 
The friend added a 
warning to the effect 
that 
present 
wives of the man might expect sud 
den death also.

“I left her,” he aaid. “because she 
nagged me half to death and wanted 
me to give her more money than I 
earned.”

His first wife 
traced him and had him sent to jail 
for seven years for bigamy. When he 
was released he went In for niatri 
mony with all comers.

The President Declares In the Future 


Measures That Are Useful to the 
Country Will Be Adopted and Not 
Those Intended to Re-Elect Certain 
Congressmen—Starts Down the Mis 
sissippi River. 


St. Louis. Mo., Oct. 26. — President 
Taft started hi* 1200-mile trip down 
the Mississippi river to the tooting of 
whistles and the cheers of thousands. 
Fifteen big Mississippi river steam 
boats, bearing a notable escort, swung 
out behind the little United Slates 
lighthouse tender Oleander, on which 
the president is quartered, included in 
the escort are the vice president of 
the United States, two cabinet mem­ 
bers. twenty United States senators, 
four representatives of foreign nations 
the speaker of the house of representa­ 
tives with 176 of bis fellow congress 
men. and hundreds of prominent bual 
ness men of the middle west. 
It is the greatest show that was evei 
pulled off in an effort to push legisla­ 
tion thr »ugb congress. The excursion 
is running under the auspices of the 
Lakes to the Gulf Deep Waterways 
association, and is to end at the an 
nual convention of the association in 
New Orleans. 
The president is accompanied on the 
Oleander only by his secretaries and 
the secret service guard. He is sched 
tiled to make eight speeches on the 
trip down the river, but he will have 
to spare his voice if he expects tc 
speak above a whisper on the last lap 
of his trip. 
Cannon Quotes From Bible. 
Somebody wanted to know* of Uncle 
Joe before he sailed what he thought 
of the fight the insurgents were mak 
ing against him. 
“Get out your pent ii and write this 
dow n.” said he, which was done as fol­ 
lows: “Old Paul, you will recollect, if 
you refer ’0 his journey, finally struck 
an attitude and said, ‘I have been im 
prisoned, punished with stripes, met 
the robbers on land and have been 
shipwrecked and have met the best of 
E p h e s u s , but none of all these could 
discourage me.’ That is all.” 
At the mas* meeting in the Coliseum 
President Taft served notice on Speak 
er Cannon that the old “pork barrel’ 
method of apportioning the harbor and 
river improvements to the congress 
men with the pull will have to cease 
The speech caused a sensation anion? 
the 177 congressmen at the St. Lout? 
meeting, who regarded It as a direct 
slap at the speaker. 
Against “Pork Barrel.” 
“And right here." said the president 
“I want to clear away a supposition 
whi< h I am afraid has lodged in a 
good many minds. 
The projects foi 
irrigation and for the improvement of 
waterways in the future are not to be 
for the purpose of distributing ‘pork 
to every part of the country. 
Every 
measure is to be adopted 
on 
the 
ground that it will be useful to th* 
whole country. They are not to be 
adopted for sending certain congress 
men back to Washington or for making 
certain parts of the country profit 
able during the expenditure of the 
money. 
“We should take up every com pre 
hensdve project on its merits and de 
termine 
whether the country whe f 
the project is to be carried out has sc 
far developed as to justify the enor 
mons expenditure of money and if it 
w ill be useful when done. When we dc 
ride in favor of a project I believe in 
issuing bonds to carry it to com pie 
tion as rapidly as possible. 
“ it has been proposed that we issut 
bonis for $500,000,000 or $100,000,000 
and cut it up and pared the money 
out in this and that section of the 
country. 
I am opposed to any sue! 
proposition because it not only smell? 
of the ‘pork barrel,’ but would be a 
‘pork barrel.’ ” 
Speaker Cannon, of the house of rep- 
ros« ntatives. who some time ago de 
dared that he was opposed to anv is 
sue of bonds to improve the w atf r- 
ways, sat just beside the president 
while he was speaking.
